REMARKS 

Claims 35-67 are pending. The rejections of the claims are respectfully traversed in 
light of the following remarks and attached terminal disclaimer, and reconsideration is 
requested. 


Double Patenting and Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 35-67 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-32 of U.S. Patent No. 6,594,01 1 to 
Kempen.
